Editorial Correspondence. 


While Oakland is beautifal in situation 
and astir with life, yet the pride of her in_ 
jabitants, and the glory of the coast, are 
her schools. If those for males are nu- 
merous, largely attended, and efticiently 
conducted, those for females are the 
frst of their order in the state. These 
last we describe first, at least for varie- 
ty’s sake, as they are so generally placed 
second in account. Of these, the very 
first is Mills Seminary, in the suburbs 
of the city, to the southeast, just in the 
limits of the foot hills, and reached by 
Melrose or Seminary station of the rail- 
road. The efforts of the Jesuits were to 
captivate our girls by the extent of their 
material conveniences, and, by a pre- 
tense of education, train them for Pop- 
ery. But,everimmensely defective in edu- 
cation, they are now being outrivaled in 
physical advantages, comfort, and taste. 
There is no other Seminary on the 
coast, Roman or Protestant, equal to 
Mills Seminary in completeness of adap- 
tation in view of the object to be at- 
tained, 


Entirely isolated from every unfavora- 

ble surrounding, it occupies a most ro- 
mantic position, with the highest range 
of the Contra Costa mountains rising 
immediately back, from which reach out, 
on the north and south, spur-like eleva- 
tions, curving toward each other to 
meet on the west ; two rushing streams, 
however, have united their forces to 
break away and carry off their rocky 
connection, leaving a clear and easy 
entrance into this lovely vale, a site ex- 
actly adapted for such an institution. 
Here amidst noble old oaks, sycamores, 
madronas, and bay trees, stands the noble 
building. It is of admirable architecture, 
three stories high, with Mansard roof, 
minarets, and tower or spire, and in 
size sufficient to accomodate two hun- 
lred boarding pupils, twenty teachers, 
and necessary servants, with excellent 
lodging apartments, recitation rooms, 
halls, parlors, assembly room, dining 
room, and kitchen, all under the same 
roof, lighted with gas, and supplied with 
water throughout. The rooms are fur- 
nished with every convenience and means 
of improved taste, devoid of excessive 
luxury. A fine two-story gymnasium 
stands a little distance from the main 
structure, and another good building for 
laundry purposes and wood-house, an- 
other for making gas, and a few others 
for the gardener’s family, etc., all 
handsome, in good taste, and ornament- 
ed. The yard is adorned with a rich, 
beautiful, grassy lawn, and beautiful 
white flowers, shrubs, and imported ever- 
greens, The whole little valley and 
the mountain side is secured by deed to 
this Seminary to the amount of some 
two hundred acres, we believe, entirely 
excluding any unwelcome surroundings. 
There are now gathered an even supply 
of pupils for the school, to the number 
of two hundred, under the supervision 
of Rev. Mr. Mills and his efficient wife, 
aided by twenty additional teachers in 
all departments. 

Another excellent seminary in Oak- 
land is that of Miss Fields, on Hobart 
Street, in the northeast part of the city, 
admirably conducted and attended by 
near seventy pupils, of whom thirty are 
boarders. This school is worthy of 
patronage, easy of access, and bids fair 
to become a leading institution of the 
‘tate. Another seminary is that of Mrs. 
Posten, on Oak Street, removed from 
Marysville, where, for many years, this 
‘school was known as the first in that 
part of the state above Sacramento. 
Its position is an exceeding pleasant 
°he on the banks of the strait below 
Lake Merritt. Besides these there are 
‘wo or three other schools for girls de- 
‘igned more for neighborhood patronage.

Nearer by is the rich level being cov- 
ered over by the enlarging city of Oak- 
land, and stretching away to the north- 
west some fourteen miles, while from the 
north, on the east and towards the south, 
extends the high and romantic Contra 
Costa range of mountains. 

Here, on this admirable site, the Paci- 
fic Theological Association have secured 
for a permanent academy about ten 
acres of land, with ‘a large, first-class, 
three-story building, costing in its erec- 
tion over sixty thousand dollars, togeth- 
er with other good buildings needed in 
view of the general design. They have 
carried into successful operation a first- 
class school, now numbering nearly 
seventy boarding scholars, with addi- 
tional day pupils, under the superin- 
tendence of Mr. T. B. Gamwell, aided 
by four good assistants. We enjoyed a 
half-day’s visit at this leading academy 
of the coast, and were impressed with 
the correctness of the recitations heard, 
and the enthusiasm of the teachers, es- 
pecially of the Principal, whose interest 
forbade his sitting before his classes, and 
whose translations of the classics were 
given at times with the natural enliven- 
ing gestures of extempore speaking. 

Thie Academy is out of debt, under 
a Board of able Trustees, and is evident- 
ly to be the leading college of its char- 
acter upon the coast. With it is also 
established a Theological Seminary un- 
der the supervision of the General Asso- 
ciation of Congregational ministers and 
churches of California, with two able 
and devoted ministerial professors, Rev. 
A. Benton, D.D., and Rev. Geo. Mooar, 
D.D. For this first and oldest estab- 
lished school of Divinity on the coast, 
we confidently expect, on the Pacfic 
side of the continent, the increase and 
influence which have characterized Yale 
and Andover on the Atlantic side. 

Near the Golden Gate, and on the 
same beautiful elevation, stands another 
very successful and popular educational 
institution, known as the McClure Mili- 
tary Academy of Oakland. Its marked 
peculiarities are its military a features 
together with thorough instruction, and 
the complete arrangements for every 
physical convenience that could be well 
devised. The larger portion of its build- 
ings were burned in October last, but at 
once, in less than six weeks, they were 
all rebuilt, with very great improve- 
ments, and the school suffered no loss by 
the disaster. The school is exclusively 
a boarding school with over one hun- 
dred scholars, among whom not one is 
known to be guilty of the disgusting 
use of tobacco in any form, the use 
of any intoxicating liquors, or of any 
profane language. 

In the central portion of Oakland the 
Episcopalians also have a pleasant boys’ 
school in the basement of St. Paul’s 
church, which is taught by the rector. 
We do not know its design, whether to 
be permanent or temporary. 

But of the public schools of Oakland— 
the six large two and three-story build- 
ings complete in every convenience, with 
other small primaries, all with schools 
vigorously conducted under thirty in- 
structors, with one excellent High School 
under Messrs. McMachesney and Sill, as 
principals, the whole superintended by 
Mr. Campbell—we need scarcely speak, 
for they are all known to the parties in- 
terested. 

Finally, to the State University, a 
wholé article could only part do justice. 
With a superior corps of Professors, an 
enthusiastic and most able President, 
with excellent buildings and splendid 
site, at a point the most advantageous on 
the coast, and so circumstanced for in- 
fluence over the world, surpassing in 
time any other university in Chris- 
tendom, it shuuld be the ambition of 
California, as is already largely the case, 
‘to give it every. facility and means fur- 
thering its grand mission for the civiliza- 
tion of the whole earth.

There are upward of 400 bricklayers at work 
on the Palace Hotel, laying the foundation 
courses.

5th. ‘“‘The Ten Commandments.’”’ Zz. 


The place of the giving of the law, 
Sinai, has for ages been identified as 
near the center of the Sinaitic peninsula, 
and as being one of the peaks which be-. 
long to what is termed the Jebel Kath- 
erin Group. The particular peak in 
question was supposed, until about 30 
years ago, to be Jebel Mousa, this being 
the one fixed on by tradition, on the 
top of which superstition has discovered 
the rock cleft where Moses was hid 
when God passed by, and on ascent to 
which is pointed out the foot-track made 
by Mohammed’s camel when the Prophet 
rode the beast to the summit—an jn- 
dentation in the rock beside the path, 
very like the foot-print of a camel in 
soft clay, and as near the original as a 
workman’s chisel would be likely to 
fashion a copy. The fatal objection, 
however, to the theory that Jebel Mousa 
is the real Sinai, is that neither the great 
plain of Rahah, where the congregation 
must have encamped, nor any other 
great plain, is at its base or in sight from 
its summit; and therefore it was that 
Robinson rendered art invaluable service 
to sacred geography and scholarship, 
when, on visiting the peninsula in 1838, 
his quick discernment perceived that Ras 
Sufsafeh was the true Sinai, a peak 
standing directly in front of Jebel Mousa, 
between seven and eight thousand feet 
in height, and rising like a pulpit directly 


from the plain of Rahah, the top of | 


which is visible from every point of that 
vast plain and large areas of the ad- 
joining Wadies, and which almost every 
intelligent traveller approaching, and 
especially standing on its summit, feels 
must have been the mountain whence 
the divine law was proclaimed. One of 
the sublimest natural spectacles to be 
beheld in any land, is Ras Sufsafeh, or 
the real Sinai, as in stern, awful grand- 
eur, it overlooks the plain at its base. 
The Scriptures tell us that God spake all 
these words to the congregation, and in 
another place that the law was given by 
the ministration of angels. Here, as 
elsewhere, of course, the principle holds 
good.” Qui facit per alium, facit per 
se.” @bod is a spirit, and can be said 
to have mouth and voice only metaphor- 
ically. He uttered his law from Sinai,. 
as we must all perceive, on a minute’s 
reflection, and, as the Bible - declares, 
through his angels or ministers. ' 

The preface of the Ten Command- 
ments, or the reason assigned for their 
enactment, is not what we might expect 
—that the Lord is Creator and Preserver, 
and therefore the rightful governor of 
mankind. Another consideration is 
brought forward, one that would natar- 
ally have a very telling effect upon the 
children of Israel: that the Lord had 
brought them out of the land of Egypt 
and the house of bondage. Originally 
addressed to another people, the Divine 
law would undoubtedly have had an- 
other preamble. 

The first Commandment is aimed 
against pollytheism. ‘“‘ No other gods 
before me”? means no other gods in my 
presence. The one God of manotheistic 
people has always been Jehovah. The 
heathenism of antiquity had no objection 
to assigning a place to the God of the 
Jews along with the rest in the general 
pantheon of the skies. 

The second Commandment is aimed 
at idolatry. It insists upon the spiritu- 
ality of the divine worship. Art is not 
here forbidden. Unseen realities may 
be symbolized, as was done by the cher- 
ubim which overshadowed the mercy- 
seat. A Michael Angelo and a Raphael 
may depict Bible scenes, even those 
largely shaded and ‘colored by the super- 
naturaly. But to represent to the eye 
him whom no man hath seen nor can 
see ; to resort, (as will almost inevitably 
be the case when it is attempted) to 
monstrosities to set forth a purely spirit- 
ual essence, which we were never intend- 
ed to comprehend or grasp, this’ is here 
strictly forbidden, as tending to sensual- 
ize and degrade the human ‘understand- 
ing. The words, “I, the Lord, am a 
jealous God,” sets forth Jehovah as aa 
intensely personal and emotional being. 
(This passage will not allow us to think 
of him as an abstract principle or a law 


of nature.) And the words which fol- 


visited upon the children,” set forth one 
of the most tremendous facts of history, 
that tendencies or moral movements 
once fairly started hold their way with 
next to irresistible momentum onward 
and downward from generation to gener- 
ation. Little dreamed those old patri- 
archs who carelessly allowed the idea of 
one spiritual, ever-living God, to drop 
out of their consciousness, that, in that 
surrender of spirit to sense, they were 
entailing upon the world that terrible 
legacy of nearly 6000 years of paganism, 
running on from father to son in un- 
broken succession. 

The third Commandment is designed 
to secure the purity and holiness of the 
divine worship, (one may have correct 
views of God, and yet not suitably 
reverence him—this command is aimed 
at the no-religionists of the world) and 
the fourth to emphasize that worship by 
asssigning to it a particular time. (Ob- 
serve, the opening word of this com- 
mand seems to imply that the Sabbath 
_was instituted before its observance was 
enjoined from Mount Sinai.) Here closes 
the first table of the law, which is occu- 
| pied with setting forth our duty to God; 
this duty being in general, according to 
Old Testament, worship, and ac- 
cording to the New Testament, love; 
the first commandment stating the o0d- 
ject of that worship; the second its 
spirituality ; the third ite holiness, and 
the fourth the time of it. 

The second table of the law sets forth 
our duties to man. (Christ summarizes 
the Ten Commandments by saying, 
“ Thou shalt love the Lord,” ete. The 
ist table, and “thy neighbor as thy- 
self,” the second table. 

The fifth commandment states man’s 
duty in the family or domestic relation. 
(Observe, nothing tends more surely to 
the perpetuity of races and the perma- 
nence of nations than the proper dis- 
charge of domestic and filial duties, 
This is remarkably exemplified in the 
case of the Jews, and still more remark- 
ably in the case of the Chinese. The 
religion of China is ancestral. They 
more than honor, they worship their 
parents, at least after they are dead, and 
that nation has held its way unbroken 
down through the mutations of history 
for now at least 3,000 years). 

The sixth commandment states man’s 
duty in the socéety or civil relation ; the 
seventh his duty in the sex relation ; the 
eighth in the property relation; the 
ninth in the word or language relation, 
and the tenth in the thought or desire re- 
lation. The sixth, seventh, and eighth 
commandments forbid us to injure our 
fellow-men in deed. The ninth and 
tenth-forbid us to injure him in word 
aud the tenth in thought. 

We may here properly inquire the 
bearing which these several commands 
have on ourselves as individuals. Have 
I another God before Jehovah, or do I 
love God better than any other being? 
Is the stream of my worship of God 
pure, spiritual, and unaffected by time, 
place, and external circumstances? Do 
I deeply reverence God? Do I sacred- 
ly devote one day in seven to spiritual 
things? Do I make all I can of and 
do all I can for the institution of the 
family ? Do I never injure others civil- 
ly and socially? Am I pure in thought, 
word, and deed? Do I never directly or 
indirectly defraud others of their wealth? 
Do I never injure men with my tongue, 
or never think or feel about them as I 
ought not? It would be well to exer- 
cise Sunday-school children in telling 
what commandment particular sins, such 
as anger, pride, etc., violate. This is 
too large a lesson to be crowded into 
one-half hour of Sunday-school teaching.

Temperance and Prayer.

The Lord Jesus says in Matt. xviii: 18,

This isa very precious promise for 
the very smallest kind of prayer-meet- 
ing ; and a few hundred such prayer- 
meetings in our city would have a most 
marvelous power for good. 

In the verse which follows, our bless- 
ed Master also says: “For where two 
or three are gathered together in my 
name, there I am in the midst of them.” 
Now, three and one more make four. Let 
two or three of God’s dear children— 


young or old, men or woman—gather 
together for prayer, in the spirit and 
name of their beloved Lord, and he 
will surely be with them. And be as- 
sured, ye praying ones, this fourth person 
added to your praying circle adds to it 
immense power. “There am I,” Jesus 
says,“ in the midst of them.” I am 
there to aid them in their petitions, by 
breathing my spirit, the Holy Spirit, 
into their hearts. He shall help their 
infirmities. He shall make intercession 
for them with groanings that cannot be 
uttered. Heshall teach them what to 
pray for, and how to pray as they ought. 
Rom. viii: 26, “I will be there also to 
add my name to their petitions, thus 
giving them powerful and prevailing 
authority ; pleading thus all the merits 
of my great atoning work. Hence, rest 
assured that if even any two of you shall 
agree on earth as touching anything 
they shall ask, it shall be done for them 
of my Father which isin heaven. Be 
not afraid of asking too much, for he is 
able to do exceeding abundantly alone 
that we ask or think.—Eph. iii, 20. 

Let there only be a few hundred such 
meetings every week, in our city, or ev- 
ery day if you please, neither formal 
nor long, and Oh,what power they would 
wield! 

Let me ask you—all you who know 
how to pray—would not great power be 
thus given to all public temperance ef- 
forts and thus utterly destroy the traffic 
in intoxicating drinks?

Itemember the unfaithful ser- 
vant was not bound aud cast into outer 
darkness because he had but one talent, 
but because he had not used that talent 
—Matt. xxv :30. While those who did 
use their talents greatly increased their 
power. How great the encouragement 
thus given to those pious women whose 
friends are intemperate, to unite in pray- 
er for their recovery.

Religious Miscellany. 


“Religion and Philosophy.”

“If ignorance is bliss, ’t is folly to be wise, 4 
The revival of speculative philosphy, 
during the last few years, has undoubtedly 
made itself generally falt, and af this mo- 
ment contends with physical science for’ 
the place of preéminence., Most men, it is 
true, have little interest in physical or phil- 


-osophical speculation,while nearly all feel }. 


‘that religion is of primary importance. 
Still it does seem to be, in the nature.of 
things, that religions thought must 
share, to a certain extent, in every new 
influence, while the human mind is in- 
quisitive and nature contains a secret. 
To be sure, every sincere believer in re- 
ligion has his whole existence bound up 
in it; and to those who do not believe 
it, the struggle to shake off its grasp 
upon the root-fibres of their existence, is 
life-long. Hence it comes to pass that 
both in the clash of conflict and in the 
quiet seclusion of meditation, the an- 

_ tagonistic systems of philosophy and 
science cannot determine the form in 
which religious thought shall be con- 
ceived and expressed, and all extra-re- 
ligious speculation is simply an impudent 
intrusion into its sanctuary. “ But,” 
says a prominent heterodox clergyman 
in a recent lecture, “it would be useless 
to rebel against this intrusive presence, 
for come it will, and it will not depart 
at our bidding ; in fact, it will be found 
that those who have raised the loudest 
voice ‘against it have usually proved 
themselves its greatest slaves, and the 
protest against philosophy has been too 
commonly uttered by the abettors of a 
philosophy which was antagonistic to 
religion.”? Like most heterodox opinions 
its shallowness is too apparent to require 
refutation ; but we will say, that if re- 
ligion, as a form of human thought, 
must feel the influences of the age 
brought to bear upon it, they should all 
keen their place in relation to it—know 
the limits in which they are by nature 

confined, and observe them. Then we 
can keep as far as possible the highest 
reaches of religious life from the imper- 

tinent intrusion of philosophical specu- 
lation, 

But can we do that? For even so 
learned and studious a man as Professor 
Tyndall assures us that the supernatural 
evidences of revealed religion have not 
escaped the operation of the universal 
law. Although supernatural manifesta- 
tions were not much referred to by the 
earlier christian apologists, yet who for 
a moment can doubt that they must 
have had a powerful hold upon the 
christian community, for all the earlier 
assailants of the faith were evidently 
troubled with them. but when, like 
philosophers, religionists permit them to 
sink into the mere defense of facts and 
forces, then an undertone of skepticism 
will always mingle with the defiant chal- 
lenge or victorious argument. It is just 
at this point that philosophy applies its 
power with varied success, while we rest 
contented and do not feel it necessary to 
examine into the nature of the instru- 
ment itself* It is this low view of these 
wonderful works, when combined with 
coldness in{freligion, and expressed in the 
spirit of mere advocacy, that skepticism 
turns away with increased hostility to 
the truth and uses all the means which 
philosophy places in its way to overturn 
these defenses. 

Such, in reality, is the effect, and al- 
though great religious revivals may ar- 
rest for a time the full development of 
antagonism, yet it exists in various 
minds and is constantly revealing itself 
tous. Men, standing on this vantage 
ground, smile complacently at the chris- 
tian religion because they fancy they 
know. On the other hand tke panthe- 
istic reveries of a conceited philosopher 
like Mill are warmly applauded by one 
of our most popular religious journals, 
These opinions operate with considerable 
force on various minds unable or unwill- 
ine to follow them out to their skeptical 
conclusions. If this is the case, can we 
not ask seriously and earnestly, Upon 
what ground does our faith rest? The 
aspect of aflairs thus indicated is cer- 
tainly sufficient to rouse us to inquiry. 
If the christian world is feeling the in- 
fluence of a growing enervation of spirit, 
how can we escape the conviction that we 
must abandon the precious faith of our 
forefathers and accept something not 
quite so antiquated. This is the spirit 
of modern philosophy;and its fearless, 
impudent speculations on . theological 


questions are to meet the demand of 
this state of mind, 


We who stand afar off on these 
Pacific shores, little interested .in any- 
thing else but material, prosperity, do 
not sympathetically look upon its 
culties or test its consolations. But 
when we see good old ox England 


giving it apees'y and ‘wide-spread popu- 


larity, should not our fears be excited, 
that this wonderful country, California— 


all have. to ‘come 


so-ealled religious™philosophy that we 
need most feat; with its hidden unsight | 
linegs and deformities: Its in- 
fluence on the pulpit is curbingeand dew 
structive of all naturalism. It is of a 
more 
and“is simply an’ exerescence’ on the 
vigorous growth of religious thought. 


~If.there is one blunder more serious 
than another which philosophy makes, it 
is the confounding of spiritual truth for 
moral truth. So widely contrasted, both 
in their own nature and the faculties by 
which they are apprehended, it seems 
strange that astute philosophers should 
make such an egregeous blunder. The 
one appealing only to our intelligence, 
and being a prescription of duties, the 
other to our conscience as a statement 
of facts. But philosophers, regretfully, 
are not supposed to be so childish as to 
have consciences, and therefore ignorant 
of the boundless sublimity and import- 
ance of such knowledge. That there is 
a God who enters into certain relations 
with his creatures, is simply:a fact which 
is not to be credited or diseredited, ac- | 
cording to evidence of any human infor- 
mation. John Stuart Mill was a man 
of unquestioned intellect, but had_ he 
any right or authority to authorize: the 
faith of God’s creatures in any. of. his 
pantheistic reveries? Tyndall, in his 
blind conceit, can insult the christian 
world with his preposterous. prayer- 
gauge, but is his authority to be regard- 
ed as the authority of truth ? So. with 
mora] truth—it is only an enforcement of 
laws which we are to obey, and not a 
statement of facts. Spiritual facts and | 
moral laws, like religion and philosophy, 
are thus essentially different from each 
other—the authority of one is that of 
truth, the authority of the other is that 
of right, but not always. 


Philoscphy often assumes as a first 
principle that the mind is made for 
truth, and that our human faculties are 
veracious. In. other words, no higher 
arbiter of truth is accessible to man. 
than the mind of man. The celebrated 
metaphysician, Dr. Strauss, whose works | 
have excited a good deal of discussion 
in the religious world, particularly doted | 
on this fallacy. And this is as:much as 
to say that the infallibility of the Bible 
is a blunder, and the testimony of God 
cannot/be authoritative because it is false. 
* For our certainty in Divine truth can- 
not be more certain than our inward 
organs of discernment,” as Iluxley is 
pleased to put it. Who, however, can 
fail to see that this fearful insinuation 
reaches much farther than the belief of 
a spiritual revelation? It vitiates every 
noble aspiration of a religious nature 
and makes us the sport of our unmiti- 
gable delusions, fondly dreaming of the 
possibility of truth, and-laboring in its 
search, while falsehood is our eternal 
portion. We care nothing for any 
flaunting insinuations from little men 
like Dr. Augustus Blaurett, for his per- 
nicious doctrines are too easily detected 
and exposed to be harmful but we do 
care for and protest against the clever 
insinuations that the human faculties are 
veracious and can give us authoritative 
certain truths, which philosophers so de- 
light to flaunt in our eyes. Our know- 
ledge of God is not, as philosophers 
would have us believe, entirely gener- 
ated within by some mysterious intuitive 
process of the human mind’s fallacious 
powers, but there is an inward monitor, 
which does create spiritual truth within 
us and makes it authoritative. But this 
subject is familiar to most people, and I 
will, therefore, drop it. The philosophy 
of the present day would have us bow 
our heads to an era of intellectual des- 
potism. Its despotic word would settle 
the fate of any fact in despite of ‘the 
plainest affirming or opposing evidence. 
Like the Roman Church, everything 
would have to. be rigidly tried at its 
tribunal, and accepted or rejected ac- 
cording to its eleetive fancy. Its present 
wailings about freedom of thought 
would prove their presumptuous im- 
potence by its whimsical unphilosophi- 
cal objections. Ah, how little christians 
would envy its blasphemous incredulity 
and realize how essentially weak is mere 
human testimony! Then how gladly 
would we cling to those facts which re- 
veal to us, as nothing else can, the 
power, wisdom, and beneficence of God. 
Yes, philosophy may sneer at the infalli- 
bility of the Bible as a blunder, still, at 
the peril of irrationality, we would ex- 


‘claim, that it is the only authority of 


evidence which can enforce sincere be- 
lief. 


Philosophy, in its theistic tendencies, 
sometimes appeals to,our confidence, but 


suicidal felony its reasonings commit.

nal revelation—are surely not authorita- 
tive. Ab, blind philosophers can you 
not see that even your highly prized 
minds, which you regard as the: highest 
articles of truth; are an external revela- 
tion of 

Like: al! created things, the human 
mind is an effect, and contains some of 
the. qualities of its Divine cause. And 
though a man shut up from other sources 
of knowledge, by a minute examination 
of. his. mind, can arrive at accurate 
though' limited conceptions, ‘ deduced 
from the facts brought. under his appre- 
hension, even in ‘this ‘ease the reve. 
lation is external to him. But when 
& man so examines his own mind, the 
process,'‘and the structure, which have 
not orfvinated in ‘himself, compel him to 
admit a supremé originating cause. 
Therefore, although the latest source of 
Divine knowledgé¢ may be furnished by 
an eternal revelation, yet the revelation 
itself ‘is external. Is not this suflicient- 
ly plain, gentle reader ? 

‘The question isoften asked by thought- 
ful christians, Will this so-called modern 
philosophy eventually freeze out the 
warm religious spirituality of the world ? 
We all feel the grave and momentous 
results pending upon its ruthless intra- 
sion into the peaceful domain of religious 
thought, but we must take bold and un- 
compromising ground against it, and be 
candid with those whom we are obliged 
to treat as opponents. We need have 
no fears that the staunch defense of 
truth will be to any extent ‘imperiled by 
its inroads. Let us but have a few more 
Evangelical Alliances like the last one, 
and I feel assured that all antagonism | 
between philosophy and religion will in 
reality be impossible—for conscience will 
be forced to decide between these two 
opposing principles: Whether it were 
right to obey the will of God rather than 


consult the welfare of man.

ANCIENT Praces.—Athens 44 years 
ago contained less than 1,000 inhabit. } 
ants, and there was not a first-class 
dwelling-house in the place, the people, 
for the most part, living in mud hovels 
clustering around the Acropolis, Now 
this charming capital of Greece ‘has a 
population of more than fifty thousand 
souls. Its architecture will compare 
favorably with that of any other city of 
its size in Europe. Tt. has manpy impos- | 
ing and costly public and private build- 
ings. ‘ Among the edifices nearly com- 
pleted* are ‘the Academy of Art, the 
Polytechnic Institution and. Museum, 
and the French Academy, each costing 
about $1,000,000. The work, of build- i. 
ing and city improvement now going on 
is very large, reminding one of the pro- 
gress of our enterprising American cities. 
The Gazette, of Peking, is said to be 
the oldest journal in the world. It is 
printed on a large sheet of yellow silk, 
and appears in the same form, with the 
same characters, and on the same kind 
of stuff, as it did a thousand years ago. 
The only change is in the writers. In li 
an extremely interesting paper in Zhe 
Popular Science Monthly, Prof. Samuel

Deap Letrrers.—The Postal Lecord 
says that during the last year there were 
sent to the Dead Letter Office nearly 
three million letters. Sixty-eight thou- 
sand of these could not be forwarded 
owing to the carelessness of the writers 
in omitting to give the county or state ; 
400,000 failed to be sent because the 
writers forgot to put on stamps; and 
over 3,000 letters were put in the Post 
Office without any address whatever. 
In the letters above named was found 
over $92,000 in cash; drafts, checks, 
etc., to the value of $3,000,000. There 
were 39,089 photographs contained in 
the above letters. Of course nearly all 
the money and valuables were returned 
to the owners, but much needless delay, 
many charges of dishonesty, etc., might 
have been saved if the writers of the

place I think the most beautiful south of San 
Jose. It is finely laid out, with broad streets, 
large lots, good walks, on a beautiful slope of 


rich land extending from a long sandy beach 
about three miles to the foot hills. The grade 
is suflicient for good drainage. It is very well 
sheltered on three sides, by mountains, from 
winds. ‘The inbabitants have shown much 
taste in the construction and arrangement of 
their public buildings, dwellings, yards, fences 
and shrubbery. ‘The place, considering its age, 
has many fine shade and ornamental trees, es- 
pecially ,the pepper, acasia, balsam, and other 
beautiful trees. It has, owing to the cultiva- 
tion of the palm and other tropical trees and 
plants, the most tropical look of any place in 
Southern California. Santa Barbara claims a 
population of 4,000. The place has had its 
growth principally within the last four years, 
and the rapid increase in population and de- 
mand for building lots has caused a rise in real 
property far above the views of strangers. Lots 
for dwellings are selling quite as high as the 
same sized lots sell at in St. Louis, Buffalo, 
Rochester and Albany, in good locations. ‘I'he 
strong-hold of Santa Barbara is her climate. 
She must depend, for the most part, upon 
strangers for her growth and prosperity; the 
most prominent business must be the keeping 
of boarding houses and hotels. Like San 
Diego, it is at present no place for male or fe- 
male who depend upon their labor for support. 
Board and rent are both high. Its harbor isa 
roadstead, and the place is approached from the 
sea by a wharf 2,100 feet in length, a private 
enterprise. “Lhe surrounding country is moun- 
tainous and rough, fit only for poor grazing. A 
strip of arable land extends from this to Point 
Concepcion, about forty mhiles, but is mostly 
owned by two men who hold it at high prices. 


In reference to hydraulic mining and river 
bottom lands the “ Sutter Banner” has the 
following: ‘The people living on the river 
bottoms of Placer, Sutter, and Yuba counties 
are threatened with a danger which, not many 


years hence, will be of serious consequence. It 
is the rapid filling up of deposits brought down 
from hydraulic mining, whichis growing more 
extensive every year. ‘The late improvements 
made in this mode of mining now enable the 
working of mines which could not be. worked 
before. More dirt can be washed away with 
less capital. ‘The amount of dirt brought down 
by the mining streams and deposited in the 
Valley is surprising, and we might add, alarm- 
ing. ‘The bed of the Yuba at Marysville is 
already some sixteen feet higher than it was 
twenty years ago! Not only the channels, but 
the valuable bottom lands along the Yuba and 
on the Feather below its confluence, have been 
covered over with sand and sediment to a 
depth of many feet, and ruined. The same 
work of destruction is going on on Bear: River 
and other mining streams. ‘The worst has not 
vet com’. In less than two years the amount 
of washings will be double what it is now. It 
is a saying among some of the miners that 
they are going to cover Marysville up, and we 
believe there is more truth than fiction in the 
saying. It was a sad mistake that that beauti- 
ful town was not located on the higher ground 
back, or on this side of the river, when it was 
first started, or rather the houses which were 
afterwards moved over on the Yuba.
